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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Van 
Erp in view of McMickle et al. Van Erp discloses the invention substantially as claimed 
including more than 6 insulated leads wrapped in parallel helices, apparently of the 
claimed pitch, however the pitch is not per se disclosed. McMickle et al. teach that 
changing the pitch to alter flexibility is notorious in the art. As such, merely altering the 
pitch of the Van Erp leads would have amounted to an obvious design choice in order to 
effect a desired flexibility. 

Applicant argues with respect to the combination of references, that in the prior 
art it is generally necessary to wind the wires with a fairly tight pitch, to lend greater 
flexibility and wear resistance to a cable that must withstand the flexure caused by the 
constant beating of the heart and that all of the prior art of cardiac implant cables, 
including McMickle, teach away from the present invention's a loose pitch. 

This argument is not found to be persuasive. First, a combination of references 
can be appropriate even though not combined for the same reason as Applicant's, as is 
the case here. Given the structure currently claimed and given the teachings of both 
Van Erp and McMickle, one skilled in the art would have been motivated to alter the 
pitch of Van Erp in order to modify the lead's flexibility. Even a minute adjustment in 
this regard would render the claimed structure as the Van Erp lead is clearly already 
close to the claimed 45 degree pitch called for in Claim 1 . Furthermore, to extrapolate 
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this principle to and even beyond 30 degrees as in Claim 2 would certainly be 
reasonable since extreme bending radii are often required for leads used in the human 
vasculature. As such, this rejection remains FINAL.
